1. (Currently Amended) A method for generating a list of candidate alternative spellings, 
comprising: 

finding, among a plurality of files, a first file that contains a link that indicates a first 

spelling that is also contained in a query that was entered by a user, wherein said 
link links to a second file; 

searching, within said second file, for any spellings that satisfy particular criteria; 
wherein said particular criteria includes that said spellings are spelled similarly to, but not 
exactly the same as, said first spelling; 

addings to a list of candidate alternative spellings of said first spelling, all spellings within 
Hthell said second document that satisfy llthell said particular criteria; 
generating a filtered list at least in part by filtering said list of candidate alternative 

spellings based on a comparison of (a) a first frequency of occurrences of said first 
spelling in said plurality of files to (b) a second frequency of occurrences, in said 
plurality of files, of a second spelling from said list of candidate alternative 
spellings; and 

storing said filtered list of candidat e alt e rnativ e sp e llings on a computer-readable storage 
medium.

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein said first spelling comprises 
multiple words and wherein said nail second spelling in said list of candidat e alt e rnativ e 
spellings comprises multiple words. 

8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein filtering said list of candidate 
alternative spellings furthe r comprises: compri s ing: 

in response to determining that said first frequency is greater than said second frequency, 
removing said second spelling from said list of candidate alternative spellings. 
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filtering said list of candidate alternative spellings of said first spelling based on a 

comparison of fr e qu e nci e s of occurr e nc e s of said first spelling in said plurality of 
files and frequencies of occurrences of a second spelling from said list in said 
plurality of fil e s . 

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

filtering said list of candidate alternative spellings of said first spelling based on whether 
said first spelling is a plural form of nail said second spelling in said list of 
candidat e alt e rnativ e sp e llings . 

10. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

filtering said list of candidate alternative spellings of said first spelling based on whether 
[[a]] said second spelling m -s aid T i -s t - e - Teandi - date - al - temative -sp ei - lm -gs-is a plural 
form of said first spelling. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A volatile or non-volatile computer-readable storage medium 
carrying one or more sequences of instructions which, when executed by one or more 
processors, causes the one or more processors to perform steps comprising: 
finding, among a plurality of files, a first file that contains a link that indicates a first 

spelling that is also contained in a query that was entered by a user, wherein said 
link links to a second file; 

searching, within said second file, for any spellings that satisfy particular criteria; 
wherein said particular criteria includes that said spellings are spelled similarly to, but not 
exactly the same as, said first spelling; 

adding, to a list of candidate alternative spellings of said first spelling, all spellings within 
said second document that satisfy said particular criteria; 
generating a filtered list at least in part by filtering said list of candidate alternative 

spellings based on a comparison of ( a) a first frequency of occurrences of said first 
spelling in said plurality of files to (b) a second frequency of occurrences, in said 
plurality of files, of a second spelling from said list of candidate alternative 
spellings; and 

storing said filtered list on a computer-readable storage medium . 
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adding, to a list of candidate alternative spellings of said first spelling, all spellings within 
the second docum e nt that satisfy th e particular crit e ria; and 
storing said list of candidate alternative spellings on a computer readable storage 
m e dium.

17. (Currently Amended) The volatile or non-volatile computer-readable storage medium of 
Claim 11, wherein said first spelling comprises multiple words and ITall wherein said 
second spelling in said list of candidate alternative spellings comprises multiple words. 

18. (Currently Amended) The volatile or non-volatile computer-readable storage medium of 
Claim 11, wherein filtering said list of candidate alternative spellings further comprises: 
in response to determining that said first frequency is greater than said second frequency, 

removing said second spelling from said list of candidate alternative spellings. 
where m- t h e - steps further comprise: 

filt e ring said li s t of candidat e alt e rnativ e s p e llings of said first sp e lling based on a 

comparison of frequencies of occurrences of said first spelling in said plurality of 
fil e s and fr e qu e nci e s of occurr e nc e s of a second spelling from said list in said 
plurality of files. 

19. (Currently Amended) The volatile or non-volatile computer-readable storage medium of 
Claim 11, wherein the steps further comprise: 

filtering said list of candidate alternative spellings of said first spelling based on whether 
said first spelling is a plural form of [[a]] said second spelling in said list of 
candidate alternative spellings . 

20. (Currently Amended) The volatile or non-volatile computer-readable storage medium of 
Claim 11, wherein the steps further comprise: 

filtering said list of candidate alternative spellings of said first spelling based on whether 
Hall said second spelling in said list of candidat e alt e rnative spellings is a plural 
form of said first spelling. 
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21. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 1, further comprising: 

receiving, at a search engine, from said user, query terms that contain said first spelling. 

22. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 1, further comprising: 
presenting, to said user, one or more spellings from said filtered list. 

23. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 1, further comprising: 

conducting a search of said plurality of files based on a_query terms in which said first 
spelling has been replaced by a spelling from said list but wherein query terms 
other than said first spelling remain as entered by said user ; and 
presenting, to said user, one or more results of said search. 

24. (Previously presented) The volatile or non-volatile computer-readable storage medium of 
Claim 11, wherein the steps further comprise: 

receiving, at a search engine, from said user, query terms that contain said first spelling. 

25. (Currently Amended) The volatile or non-volatile computer-readable storage medium of 
Claim 11, wherein the steps further comprise: 

presenting, to said user, one or more spellings from said filtered list. 

26. (Currently Amended) The volatile or non-volatile computer-readable storage medium of 
Claim 11, wherein the steps further comprise: 

conducting a search of said plurality of files based on a_query t e rms in which said first 
spelling has been replaced by a spelling from said list but wherein query terms 
other than said first spelling remain as entered by said user ; and 
presenting, to said user, one or more results of said search. 
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
